good a beneliciall ſtatute, entituled, An acte loꝛ the continuance of making 
ot cappes. By meane of which ſtatute, great nombers ok idle, pooꝛe, and im⸗ 
Alpotent perſons were foꝛ aſeaſonſet on wozke, while theaweoftheſayd ſta⸗ 
tute, and feareotdueerecutron thereofcontinued, to the marueylous great commoditie of thisRealme, and 
helpe ofthe needie,andredzeſſe ofylloccupiedperſons,as by theexperiencethereofhath bene manifeſtly pꝛo⸗ 
ued. And whereas neuertheleſſe by litle and litle, the diſobedience and wanton diloꝛder of euill diſpoſed and 
light perſons, more regarding pꝛiuate fanſie and vanitie, then publique commoditie oz reſpect ofduetie,hath 
encreaſedby want ok execution ok the ſaid law, whereby thoſe good and honeſt lubiects that haue by meanes 
of the layd ſtatute, ſet to woꝛke a great number of pooꝛe people, are like to be dꝛiuen to giue ouer their ſayde 
trade of making ol cappes and to lend abzode againe into idleneſſe and miſerie , thole multitudes that haue 
bene by them releeued, whereby is likely to growe great enoꝛmitie and inconuenience, if ſpeedie remedie 
therekoꝛe be not in time pꝛouided. The Queenes moſt excellent maieſtie therefoze tenderly conſidering the 
pꝛemiſles, ſtrayghtly chargeth and commandeth al Juſtices of Iſliſes, Juſtices of peace, Maiozs, Shirifes, 
Bapliltes, and other head officers of Cities, Boꝛoughs, and Townes cozpozate, and the Lozds, Stewards, 
Bayliffes, and other officersof Leets, Lawdayes,and liberties, and all a ſinguler Conſtables, Thyzdbo- 
roughes, Tithingmen, Churchwardens, and all other her highneſſeſubiectes,to whom the executing oz 
putting in vꝛe of the lame ſtatute any way map appertaine, that euery one of them, accozding to his office, 
place, and calling, doe their vttermoſt endeuour foꝛ the due execution of the ſayde ſtatute: and that they the 
ſaid Bayliffes, Conſtables,Thyzdbozoughs, Tithingmen, Lhurchwardens,and all other inferioz officers, 
and euerp of them, do euery Sunday, and feſtiual day, make diligent viewe andſearch in al Churches, Chap⸗ 
pels, and all other places within the cirtuites and compaſſes of their offices at autthozities, foꝛ all and ſingu- 
ler bꝛeakers and oflendoꝛs okthe ſayd ſtatute, and without delay cauſe the names of alſuch offendours, and 
of the parents,gardians,gouernours,andmaſters-of eucry chylde, ſeruant, warde, ſo offending, toge⸗ 
ther with the day and place of theoffence committed, to be then wꝛitten, and to be lawfully and ozderly pꝛe⸗ 


ſented,at ſuch Allples, Sellions, oz Courtes (next after ſuch offences) as haue authozitie to enquire oz de- 


termine the laide offences: And that all Waiozs, Shiriffes, A Bapliltes of Cities, Bozoughes, Townes 
cozpozate, and all loꝛds of Leets, Lawdapes, and Liberties, doe imme diatly vpon the pꝛoclamation here⸗ 
of, call befoze them all the ſayde Conſtables, Thyꝛdboꝛoughes, Tithingmen, Churchwardens, inferiour 
Bailiffes, and all other the aboueſaydeinferiour officers.that ſhalbe vnder their charge of gouernement, and 


them a eueryol them foozthwith in our names dos ſtraightly charge a command, that they,#eueryofthem, 


tothe vttermoſt of their powers, do euery Sunday and feſtiuall dap, make ſuch diligent vie we a ſearch, and 
ſuch note alſo of ß names of all ſuch offendours, & ſuch pzeſentment ok al ſuch offences as is abouelaid: And 
that all Juſtices of Aſſiſes, and Juſtices of peace in their circuites and Seſſions, c all Stewards in their 
Leetes, bpon paine ot her Maieſties high diſpleaſure, omit not in any wiſe from time to time, ſpecially to 
giue in charge, #cauſeto be enquired of all offences againſt the ſaide ſtatute committed, oꝛto be committed 
within their ſeuerall pꝛecinctes oz iuriſdictions, and alſo doe duely heare and determine the lame, puni⸗ 
ching euery of the laid olfendourg accoꝛding to the ſaid ſtatute: And that all the ſayde Lows andowners of 


Leets and Lawdapes, doe as much as in euerp of them ſball lye, to cauſe their Stewards thꝛoughly to exe⸗ 


cute theit office and authozity, accoꝛding totheſame ſatute, and th at vponeueryſuch offence found, both 
the laid owners of Leets, and alſo the rulers# chiefe gouernours of euery City, Bozough, Towne,o2Ham- 
let, where any ſuch olkence ſhalbe tryed and found, ſhall do their vttermoſt indeuour by the lawe torecouer, 


haue, and obteine ol euery luch ollendour, all the penalties to them oꝛ w_ of them, by thelaide ſtatute foxfey- 
ted,oz to be foxfeited, 1
